The picnic was held under 
the auspices of the Delaware County 
Farm Bureau Forestry Committee in 
cooperation with the Conservation 
Commission and the College of For- 
estry, Cornell University. 


From early morning until after- 


noon a steady stream of automobiles 
and carriages poured into the farm 
by roads from Oneonta, Sidney, Una- 
dilla and Walton until more than 
l.SOO cars were parked by state 
troopers in a meadow near the grove 
where the picnic was held! The grove 
consisted of 40 year old white pines 
and was pasture land when the pres- 
ent owner of the farm was a boy In 
the grove long tables had been ar- 
ranged about a huge fireplace for the 
accommodation of the picnickers, but 
the attendance so far surpassed ex- 
pectations that more than half of the 
picnickers had to picnic on the 
ground.

States, and his nominee secretary of 
state, there would not have been any 
American participation in the expert 
committee—that if the matter had 
come up at all, it would have been 
thrown into an 
eternal 
and futile 


debate in the United States senate, 
where American participation would 
have perished 
because 
the senate 


would not have allowed the word 
'official' to attach to it. Success, and 
success, alone, has prevented. the 
work of the expert committee from 
being dragged In the mire of politi- 
cal demogoguery. The president and 
the secretary of state fearlessly faced 
facts as they were and the situation 
as it was. The Americans invited by 
the reparation commission to serve 
on the expert committee Were nam 
ed by President Coolfdge and Secre- 
tary Hughes. In thus naming them 
they placed behind these men, in the 
eyes of humanity, 
the Stars and 


Stripes, and took the only step which 
could have been taken to save the 
United States the unspeakable dis- 
grace of not having assisted the Al- 
lies and Germany and the world to- 
ward the happiness and prosperity 
which comes from the final settle- 
ment of a Christian peace. ' 


"Again, he Is an. honest and con- 


scientious believer in the League of 
Nations and its competency to be an 
agency for peace.. But is tie practi- 
cally constructive - The platform of 
tho Democratic party, on which he 
stands, invites the nation back Into 
the fog bank of debate on the league,
